THE PROPER TIME. 

There seems to be an impression 
amongst certain of the candidates for 
municipal honors that there is no oc- 
casion or necessity for expressing 
their views on civic affairs until nom- 
ination day. Wo would thereforo ro- 
peat the statement mado by us on 
former occasions that it is highly im- 
portant, immediately a citizen an- 
nounces his candidature, ho should 
accompany that announcement with a 
clear definition of tho views he holds. 
If such a course wero resorted to the 
ratepayers would be able more readily 
to decido in whom to repose confidence 
and would be in a poaition to use their 
influence to secure success for thoir 
choice. But under existing circum- 
stances no one seems to havo a very 
distinct idea of the sentiments of a ma- 
jority of tho candidates now seeking 
the suffrages of the electors. There 
are many points on which it is really 
necessary candidates should be sound- 
ed. They should bo called on to state 
whether they are in favor of keeping 
municipal expenditure within the rev- 
enue] Whether they are in favor of pas- 
sing ox.traordinary money votes with- 
out referring the same to the people? 
Whether they are in favor of letting 
contracts without a previous knowledge 
as to whero the money is to come 
from to pay for the work when per- 
formed? Whether, after a by-law has 
been submitted to tho popular vote and 
ratified, they aro in favor of enforcing 
it or ignoring the vox populU Wheth- 
er they will bo found in favor of 
awarding contracts to their personal 
friends at prices greatly in excess of 
usual rates! Whether, should they 
find themselves in the majority, they 
will pursue a vindictive course- to- 
wards tho minority! Whether they 
will vote for unnecessary expenditure 
on work adjacent to their own property 
simply to enhance its value? Wo 
could continue at great length to sug- 
gest other questions, but tho few wo 
have propounded will doubtless be suf- 
ficient to convince candidates that they 
should at once como out with clear ex- 
pressions on the subjects which will 
probably ubsorb tho attention of Coun 
cil during 1879. To defer stjeh state- 
ments until nomination day will prove 
anything but satisfactory, for the elec- 
tion will take place on the following 
day, and ratepayers will be afforded 
but a very short time to consider the 
utterances of candidates and will there- 
fore be unable to arrive at a wel! 
matured decision thereon.

Although the Czar of Russia assum- 
ed the role of tlie champion of Chris- 
tianity in the recent Eastern drama, 
religious intolerance is rampiyit in his 
own dominions.

180,712 girls are receiving education at 
the elementary schools of the Empire, 
of which there aro 25,077. The pro- 
portion of children attending school is 
one and a third per cent,, and there is 
one school for every three thousand 
odd inhabitants.

Suddoa Doati of Mr. A. S. Elites. 

A telegram was received l>y Mr. Edgar 
Marvin on Wednesday morning announc- 
ing the sudden death of Mr. A. S. Bates 
at San Francisco. The dispatch states 
that deceased expired of heart disease 
shortly after 3 o'clock on New Year's 
morning. Mr. Bates was one of the 
pioneers of 1858 and has been thorougly 
identified with the history of British Co- 
lumbia. In every portion of the main- 
land his influence has boon felt and his 
enterprises have generally been crowned 
with success. At an early period ho de- 
voted his attention to stock-raising, but 
finding this pursuit insufficient to fully 
occupy his active mind, ho engaged after- 
wards in fanning, mining, trading, pack- 
ing, milling and Btoamboating — managing 
each with ability and judgment. At one 
timo ho was probably tho largest real 
•state owner in British Columbia. Of late 
years a portion of his capital and time has 
been employed in California, but within 
tho last year tho arrival of the steamer 
Wilson G. Hunt to ply in these waters 
gave evidence of the interest which he 
Btill felt in the land of his adoption. 
With the regret felt for Iiib loss will be 
mingled an universal sympathy for his 
widow, for she has twice within twelve 
months been called to the death-bed of a 
beloved one, and is now left to walk the 
path of life alone. Deceased, who was a 
native of Massachusetts, was about 50 
years of age. A t the time of his death he 
still owned the Sugar Cano and Dee]) 
Crook ranches on the mainland. British 
Columbia can but ill afford to lose men of 
his stamp. 

Tho Wimbledon. Team.

John, N. B. , at the foot with an aggre- j 
gate of 310. There are seven "waiting | 
mon" with scores varying from 310 to | 
308. The eighth waiting man, Bugler 
Hart, of the Engineers, N. B. , who 
scored 308, and a gentleman named Lip- 
sett, of the same place, who scored 324, 
and would have had the fifth place on , 
tho team, wero both ruled out on tho 
ground that they fired with the same rifle. 
Privato Sargison of this city obtained a 
total of 299— too small by 11 or 12 points 
to permit of his becoming a member of 
the team. 



KAMLOors. — Quito a number of new 
buildings, store houses and private dwel- 
lings havo boon put up at Kamloops dur- 
ing tho last two years. Tho grist and 
Baw mill is a noticcablo building and is 
owned by the Shuswap Co. They arc 
now grinding wheat, it being their inten- 
tion to make a superior articlo of flour, 
having the latest imprnvnmnnta in the 
machinery of thoir mill. There is a 
largo stock of fine cattle ready for the 
Victoria market, and this section of the 
country will be a great centre for ship- 
ment of grain when tho railway affords an 
outlet. The two steamboats running on 
tho lako bring down considerable farm 
produco which also moots a market. 

From San Francisco.— Tho steamer 
Empire, Capt. McAllep, from San Fran- 
cisco, arrived alongside Messrs. Welch, 
Rithet & Co.'s wharf at 3 o'olock yester- 
day morning with 200 tons of freight and 
Mrs. N. J. Hooersen, Messrs. Ferguson, 
Maloon, J. J. Evans and a Chinaman as 
passengers.

All Shon, a Chinaman, charged with un- 
lawfully being in possession of a coat 
knowing it to havo boon stolen, tho said 
coat being tho property of A. Beswick. 

Mr. E. Johnson appeared for the de- 
fendant and consented to his client being 
tried summarily. 

i A Beswick, being called, stated that on 
tho 20th of December his house was 
broken into and two coats stolen; the 
things in tho room wero all disturbed. 
Tho coat produced ho identified .as his 
proporty; ho at onco gave information to 
tho police; had never seen the prisoner 
before. 

I. Bravorman said that on the 23rd 
day of December tho prisoner came to his 
office between 7 and 8 o'clock with the 
coat produced and asked for a loan on it; 
examined the coat and took particular no- 
tice of the Chinaman, telling him that lie 
would like to make enquiries about tho 
coat and told him to conic back again ; the 
prisoner walked off very quickly and left 
tho coat in tho office; witness went to Mr. 
TJoanick's arid asked him to come and 
look at tho coat, because he (witness) hail 
been informed by tho polico'that ho had 
had somo coats stolen from him; Mr. 
Beswick came andjidentifiod the coat as 
his property. 

Sergeant Bloomfield testified to arrest- 
ing tho prisoner and charging him with 
stealing the coat. 

Air. Johnson addressed tho court con- 
tending that, first, thero was no proof that 
the coat produced had been stolen, and, 
secondly, that if it had been, the prisoner 
was not tho man who took it. 

Wong Yet, a member of the firm of 
Quong Tong Sing, on Cormorant street, 
stated that the prisoner was his brother; 
and had lived in California prior to com- 
ing here; saw him first on the 25th of 
Decomber, and ho had arrived two days 
previously by the steamship from San 
Franeisco. 

Another witness testified to coming up 
from San Francisco on the last steamer 
with the prisoner and another swore to 
showing the prisoner his brother's store. 

His Honor said ho felt convinced that 
the prisoner had pawned tho coat.

Mercer's Ssntonco.

J. K. Mercer, for taking the life of A. 
C. Macdonald, gets fifteen years in tho 
stato'a prison. Under all the circum- 
stances Judge Bellinger could not havo 
done otherwise than give him tho full 
penalty of the law for the crime to which 
he pleaded guilty. Justly, however, as 
Mercer suffers, he is not the person who 
in a moral sense is most guilty of tho 
great crime. As tho Seattlo Intelligencer 
well says, ho was "but tho hireling assas- 
sin." "Such is the imperfection of human 
institutions that justice in its inflictions 
often falls short of its full object. A so- 
eallod newspaper was conducted during a 
long period on a system of shameless 
licentiousness and aggressive infamy. It 
polluted the atmosphere about it and was 
a constant menace to the public peace. 
This whole affair is the direct and legiti- 
mate issuo of its course. Not Mercer, 
but the man who claimed to bo proprietor 
of that paper, who gave it tho nefarious 
character it possessed, and who actually 
wrote and published the matter which 
sent Macdonald to his death and now 
sends Mercer to the penitentiary, is the 
one on whom public opinion fastons tho 
chief responsibility. Says the t journal 
abovo quoted from: — "The court, the 
jury, and public sentiment generally, by 
this verdict havo fixed a limit to licentious 
journalism, havo determined that tho 
newspaper press cannot be used to goad a 
father and husband to desperation through 
his most sacred domestic relations, when 
ho is made to feel that further forbear- 
ance is acknowledged degradation and 
dishonor, and when he resents the intol- 
erable indignity, to shoot him down like 
a dog. under the protection ai tho law of 
self-defence." This is a real gain, even 
though the whole ends of justice in his 
case are not accomplished.

Chinese as Taxpayers. — The San 
Francisco lleid Estate Circular says: Of 
the 22,009 real estate taxpayers in this 
city, but thirty-two are Chinese, and the 
major portion of even those are lessees. 
The real estate on which they pay taxes 
is assessed at §419,730. Tho general tax 
thereon this year is !?9,402, and Mont- 
gomery avenue tax §197. The assessed 
value of Chinese personal property is 
5704,730, the tax being §17,129. They 
pay poll taxes to tho amount of about 
§30,000, making a total of §50,728; or es- 
timating the number of Chinese at 30,- 
000, §1.89 each toward the maintenance 
of city and state governments. They 
constitute a tenth of tho population and 
pay a seventy-fifth of the taxes. They 
i have all tho benefits of government and 
pay but a trifle.

EUItOPE. 

London, Dec. 29. — The Oldham cot- 
ton operatives' strike is virtually over. 

Madrid, Dee. 2it. — The senate has 
passed finally a bill cancelling tho con- 
tract for a loan of 1 2r>,000,000 pesates 
with the Spanish Colonial bank and ad- 
opted a bill authorizing a new loan 
guaranteed by treasury bonds. The 
king signed the decree dissolving the 
cortcs. 

It is reported that a final appeal of 
Moncasi's counsel lias been rejected. 

Constantinople, Doe. 29. — Greece 
has expressed to the powers her satis- 
faction at the initiative taken by the 
porto in appointing commissioners to 
negotiate upon the frontier question. 
Greece intends to come to an under- 
standing with Turkey without the med- 
iation of the powers. 

Berlin. Dec. 31. — Adeputy hasbeen 
sentenced to six months' imprison- 
ment for insulting religion. 

London, Doc. 31. — The Viceroy of 
India reports that Syad Mahomed, 
chief of Kunas valley, announces his in- 
tention of coming in. Tho 'Times, 
speaking of the military situation, says 
fciint it may be heralded as the forerun- 
ner of intelligence already hinted, that 
the districts of C'hitral Swat and Kunar 
will be incorporated into tho Indian 
empire. By the occupation of this 
tract an easy ahd direct road will be 
opened ; from Punjaub to York and 
Knshgar, presenting far fewer difficul- 
ties than that now followed by Central 
Asia. The trading association which 
traverses the high mountain ranges of 
Cashmere an'< Lodak, crosses at a ter- 
rible altitude of nearly 19,000 feet, and 
then crossing another range over 1 6,- 
000 feet in height, descends to York 
•1,000 above the level of the sea. 

London, Dec. 31. — The Times, in a 
financial summary for 1878, says the 
industries have been disorganized, cred- 
it shaken, and failures multiplied on 
every hand. The failures will bo near-, 
ly five thousand more than last year. 



EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Dec. 28. — A billiard 
match between Slosson anil .Sexton for 
the championship of America, the 
champion gold medal, and a one thous- 
and dollar stake, came ofi' this evening 
at Tammany Hall. The game was 
three ball carom, GOO points, and was 
won by Sexton, Slosson having but 468 
points. The game lasted three hours. 

Chicago, Bee. 28. — S. D. Kichards, 
a young man 23 years old, of pre- 
possessing appearance and graceful 
bearing, was arrested at Stcbenvillc, 
Ohio, last week, on a charge of murd- 
ering Sirs.
